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May 1998 elections 
will be first under 
new difi^Jct plan

In the May 1998 coimcilmanic 
election, Virginia Beach citizens 
should be voting for the first time 
from newly-created districts oC 
approximately equal pofuilation. 

Whether they will be voting for 
ttieir district representatives only 
under a ward system, or foi- all 
seven district representatives un- 
der an at-large system, will de- 
pend on the outcome of an ad- 
visory referendum scheduled for 
May 1996 and city council's sub- 
sequent action. The system for 
electing the mayor and three ad- 
ditional council members would 
remain unchanged — all would 
be elected at-large. 

Currently, representatives of 
the seven boroughs are elected at- 
large, but from boroughs which 
range in population from 966 in 
Blackwater to 144,393 in Kemps- 
ville. 

After the public hearings on 
plans submitted by council mem- 
bers and the public with the as- 
sistance of Election Data Sys- 
tems, a city consultant, council 
will adopt a plan on Dec, 5 for 
revised residence districts which 
will be on the May referendum. 

Some council members had 
been reluctant to change the 
city's current electoral plan — a 
7-4 plan with all v6ting at-large 
— because of the potential for 
overlooking the special interests 
in the rural Pungo and Blackwater 
Boroughs and the Beach borough. 

Reapportionment was recom- 
mended by a Mayor's Committee 
on RMfqxMtionment in 1990 and 
by the Conocil of Civic Organ- 
izations (C(X)). In the face of the 
refusal of city council to call a 
referendum, the CCO began a pe- 
tition drive for the advisory refer- 
endum which was held May 3, 
1994. 

In that referendum 53 percent 
of the voters voted in favor of 
reapportioning the city into seven 
districts of equal population, to 
have voters elect district repre- 
sentatives from their districts only 
and to elect three council mem- 
bos and the mayor at-laige. 

Subsequently, the council re- 
quested the 1995 General Assem- 
bly to amend the city's charter 
requiring the reapportionment of 
the city's election system, which 
it did. 

The charter amendment re- 
quires that the current boroughs 



be reapportioned into equally-pop- 
ulated residence districts for the 
1998 council elections and that 
an advisory referendum be held 
May 1996 to determine whether 
the council member from districts 
shall be elected by voters of the 
distiict or at-large — single mem- 
ber districts or residency districts. 
City Attorney Leslie Lilley, 
who outiined the reapportionment 
schedule to city council at Tues- 
day's meeting, said that whether 
or not a ward system is adopted, 
the city must be reapportioned 
every 10 years using the last 
census. 

The first reapportionment will 
use the 1990 census figures but 
districts will have to be reap- 
portioned again in 2002 when the 
2000 census figures will be avail- 
able. 

Representatives from Black- 
water, Princess Anne and Virginia 
Beach where seats will be up for 
elrations next May will be elect- 
ed for two, rather than four-year 
terms to allow for the 1998 
transition. 

At the 1998 election, Lilley 
said, three or four district repre- 
sentatives will be elected to two- 
year tenns and the others to four- 
year terms to put the city back on 
track for council elections every 
two years. 

Whatever council decides, the 
plan will have to be ^proved by 
the General Assembly and ulti- 
mately the Justice Department. 

The city's consultant will as- 
sess the plans in reference to 
compliance with the Voting 
Rights Act and Justice Depart- 
ment requirements.— ■— •' 

Lilley said that he will submit 
an ordinance on Aug. 8 af^iro- 
priating $35,000 for the services 
of an election data expert. He 
also said that the city will not 
know until July 1, 1997 whetiier 
the plan that is submitted passes 
the requirements of the Justice 
Department. 

Council members and members 
of the general public can submit 
plans prior to the May referen- 
dum. The planning staff will have 
packages available at the Plan- 
ning Department, voter registiw, 
Seatack Community Center and 
the Central Library for the public 
to draw and suggest alternative 
plans.

Tall ships race allows would-be 
sailor to fulfill has dream

He has bounded the waves, 
tacked, jibbed and hoisted 
many sails — plus peeled a 
few hundred more potatoes 
than he ever anticipated. 

But Virginia Beach resident 
Thor Torgerson was loving ev- 
ery minute of it as he fulfilled 
his ultimate dream: crewing 
on a clipper ship, the likes of 
which haven't been common 
since steamships began cross- 
ing the oceans. 

Torgerson returned last week 
from Bremerhaven, Germany, 
which he reached after a five- 
day excursion from Edinburgh, 
Scotiand onboard one of the 
worid's tallest ships — the 
three-masted, 121-meter Dar 
Mlodziery. 

He was one of the eight 
Americans selected by The 
Tall Ships Foundations as the 
first U.S. crew ever to partici- 
pate in the prestigious Cutty 
Sark Tall Ships' Races. After 
winning an essay competition 
to qualify for the trip, his story 
was first published last month 
in The Virginia Beach Sun. 

Torgerson returned 
from the adventure eager to 
tell of his experiences at sea. 

"It was incredible, the most 
amazing thing to happen. I 
can't even describe it," were 
the first words to pour from his 
mouth. 

It was an essay of his life as 



the "son of a son of a sailor" 
and yearning to "prove myself 
under the rigid hand of the 
wind and sea" which prompted 
contest judges to choose 
Torgerson. He got that chance 
to prove himself after the ship 
departed Scotland July 18 with 
the eight Americans and 
Polish crew of about 200 
aboard. 

"It was strange, because 
when we got on the ship it was 
a gray area for the first one- 
and-a-half days as to what we 
were going to do," Torgerson 
said, noting that the 
Americans had been promised 
the chance to be actual work- 
ing sailors. 

He understood the Polish 
crew's initial concerns at let- 
ting the Americans get in- 
volved. 

"You're in a race, so it's 
kind of hard to let somebody 
jump into what you're doing," 
he said. 

However, the sailors were 
short-handed and soon needed 
aid from the rookie crew. It 
would prove a real learning 
experience for Torgerson and 
his friends. 

"First we had to learn all the 
ropes, whistles and calls — in 
Polish," he grinned. "And 
when you're sailing they're 
constantly having to adjust the 
sails according to the direction 
of ihe wind. If you don't, you'll 
lose speed."

who had dreamed of walking 
out on the deck to view the 
starry skies, chose the mid- 
night to 4 a..ni. shift as his 
own. Sleep would prove to be 
fitful and far between during 
the journey, especially con- 
sidering he had to be up again 
at 7 a.m. for exercises 
(climbing up and down masts) 
and breakfast. 

"There was so much to learn 
in that week; it was crazy!" 
Torgerson said with a smile, 
ready to do it all over again. 
"On our second night out the 
guys on our shift spread out 
this big canvas and dumped 
like five SO-pound bags of 
potatoes in the middle and 
started peeling. At first we 
didn't feel welcome, but then I 
realized it was probably be- 
cause of the language gap." 



Soon, however, the 
Americans put forth their hos- 
pitality and were accepted

"We got in some really good 
conversations," he recalled. 
"We talked about everything 
from the Second Amendment 
to the Internet, all the way 
down to movies and music." 

Even before Uw trip 

got un^r way, Torgerson had 
made fast firioids with two fel- 
low team members, Todd 
Gerald and Greg Cook. 

"Todd and I had the same 
sense of humor, and Greg is a 
nautical archae^gist. In fact, 
he's invited us out on a big 
dive if we want I'm sure I've 
made some Uf^ime friends."

Keeping your cool 

Hampton Roads has now been in the grip of a 
stifling heat wave for three weeks. Efficient air 
conditioning makes the weather more bearable 
for most — but not all — residents. Many of 
those suffering through the prolonged heat are 
at risk because of age or illness. Often, the very 
old and very young are not only at risk, but may 
have fewer options to escape soaring 
temperatures. 

With daytime temperatures remaining at 90 
degrees Fahrenheit or above, Virginia R)wer has 
even reported that customers set new summer 
demand peaks on July 15, 17 and 24. But the 
effects of prolonged heat can be more 
cumulative and far more severe than a few hot 
days for those who work outside, as well as the 
very old and very young. Since the absence of 
cool days or nights prevents buildings from 
cooling down before the next day's heat, heat 
waves are particularly difficult on those with air 
conditioning or adequate fans. 

Check to make sure older people have 
functional fans or air conditioning. It's of 
extreme importance to check on those who live 
alone during this weather. If they are suffering 
from heat, help them find cooler locales or 
shopping centers to visit during the hottest 
parts of the day. 

Additionally, anyone over the age of 60 who 
has a need for cooling assistance can apply to 
the Area Agency on Aging for a free fan under 
the Fan Care program. 

Those of any age suffering from the heat 
should also take cool or tepid baths or showers 
several times during the day. Water conducts 
heat away from the body much faster than the 
air. Remember that the head is the body's best 
heat radiator. Hold your head under the shower 
stream or splash water on it for maximum 
cooling. 

Those who must work outside in the heat 
should wear loose-fitting, lightweight and light- 
colored clothes. Choose fabrics made from 
natural fibers such as cotton or sUk, which help 
the body release heat. 

Perhaps most importantly, drink plenty of 
water and other non-alcoholic beverages. But 
drinks with alcohol or caffeine can interfere 
with sweating and cause the body to lose more 
fiulds. 

Finally, remember to keep your cooll

It was with a certain queasiness 
that I sat down as the guest at an 
education roundtable in Toronto last 
summer before an assemblage that 
appeared to be of one mind — not 
mine. 

My anxiety level shot up further 

whenaparticipantfromOregon.after 

reading the first sentence in a 

collection of my columns, announced 

that she had

A young 

educator from 

California

name) also was 

initially 

hostile. But as 

the discussion proceeded uneasily, I 

think we both were surprised to find 

areas of agreement 

Community service, for example, 
is a great endeavor for young people 
(old, too.) But if schools make 
participation in approved community 
^rvicea graduation requirement they 
drain the spirit of voluntarism right 
oiitctfit 

The general point of agreement 
was that the education world some- 
times is too taken by transient 
enthusiasms — tooquick logo whole- 
hog far the latest fashions; too slow 
to realize that innovation could be 
blended with time-tested techniques. 
Then tte Califomian astonished 
me. He asserted with that his state 
had made a huge mistake several 
y«ffs earlier by completely banishing 
phonics and mandating whole 
language in all beginning reading 
pro-ams. 

Whole language has some positive 
elemoits — notably, the emphasis on 
high-quality literature. But phonics, 
a system enabling children to decode 
unfamiliar words, provides a 
functional base for digesting the 
subaantive literature. 

Why, he asked, does everything 
have to be either/or in education? 

I thought of him the other day 
when I read the htest news from the 
Gokten State in "Educatkxi Week" 
(June 14). 

The word was that because of 
dismal test spores (California djt^ 
ped to d^d^last in recoit natitmal 
readinga£sessn)ents),CaIif(xnian)w 
intends "to wed the literature-l^sed 
instructicM) adopted in 1987 with a 
m(»e structured phonics and basic 
dcills af^nxach that had been largely 
abandcnied in recmt years." 



So my roundtable frioid was ri^c 
The either/or lurch had been a bone- 
headed mistake. And what an exercise 
in Ed-Cential {n^criptiveness it had 
been, as well. 

"Officials in some Califcvnia ele- 
mentary schools,''iqx)rt6d Education 
Week, "seized phonics books and 
spellers to ensure Uiat teachers were 
not ignoring the new instructional 
materials" — according to Diana M. 
Garchow, a veteran teacher and a 
member of the state reading task. 
force." 

In their stead, said Ms. Garchow, 
"we got some beautiful pieces of 
literature that thechildren can 'tread." 
She cited a state-approved vwsion of 
"The Country Mouse and the City 
Mouse," that was in Old English, 
which was Greek to phonics-dqmved 
6-year-olds. 

Although Virginia didn't descoit 
% deeply into phonics-phobia as to 
confiscate phonetic materials, Ed- 
Central under OBE enthusiast Joe 
Spagnolo Jr., did strip a phonics-first 
requirement out of state standards.

In particular, the experts found 
portfolio assessment to be in valid for 
accountability purposes. And 
collaborative test-taking by students, 
used extensively in KIRIS, "poses a 
potentially serious threat to die 
validity of bodi student-ievel and 
school-level results." 

The panel warned diat since KIRIS 
is being used to hand out ca^ rewards 
and to impose penalties on schools, 
Kentucky could be socked with large 
lawsuits. 

Italso recommended thatmultiple- 
choiCe items be restored to state 
testing. 

Virginia was headed a few years 
ago toward Kentucky-style 
assessment as a partner in the New 
Standards Project before state- 
mandated OBE was expired and 
scuttled. 

Now, because the state has steered 
clear of Goals 2000 — thanks to 
GovsTior Allen — it is free to develop 
its own standards and objective 
measurements, without buying into 
the bogus reform that Big 
Government shills likeRichardRiley 
are peddling.

Places like bird baths, flower 
pot trays, plastic cov^s and taips, 
and old tires are id«d places f<a 
breeding. Be being aware of this 
fact, citizens can reduce the 
number of mosquitoes in their 
neighborhoods by eliminating or 
altering artificial containers 
which might catch and hold 
rainwater. Check your yard 
weekly for any standing w&tet to 
help eliminate further breeding. 

The Asian Tiger Mosquito is a 
vicious biter, is active during the 
day, has the potential to transmit 
26 different disea^s and bteeda 
exclusively in treeholes and 
artificial containers.

Science class. Just mentioning those two 
words is bound to get at least a few 
responses of "Blah!" from kids wary of the 
wonders of the world — but not from the 
children in Sherry Kelly's classes at Princess 
Anne Middle School. 

That's because Kelly, who proudly 
proclaims herself Virginia Beach bom and 
bred, isn't a textbook case of the 
stereotypical science teacher — thick 
glasses, monotone voice and droning 
discussions of how tadpoles become frogs. 

"A lot of kids really don't like science 
until you really get into it with them and 
make it interesting," she admitted. "I've 
even gone so far as to dress up like a King 
Salmon and talked about how I swam 
upstream and that whole process. You have 
to make it relative and fun." 

When it came time to discuss DNA, how 
did Kelly delve into this complicated 
subject? 

"How else?" she smiled. "We talked about 
the O.J. Simpson case." Laughing, Kelly 
added, "Oh, they end up liking my class 
aftCT about 30 labs or so!" 

She can still remember the days when she 
was the one behind the smaller desk as 
teachers struggled to understand the film 
projectors and other equipment to teach 
class. Invariably, Kelly — just a student — 
was asked to get it up and running. 

"But I don't remember always wanting to 
be a teacher," she said. 

A 1973 graduate of Kellam High School, 
where she was salutatorian in her class, 
Kelly finally decided a career in education 
was for her when "nothing else patined out. I 
had worked with kids all the time and put 
myself through college babysitting when 
other people where off skiing." 

After she had decided on what course her 
life would take, Kelly excelled, graduating 
with a 4.0 grade point average from Old 
Dominion University. An elementary 
education major, she was first in her class. 
She did her student teaching at Creeds 
Elementary in Virginia Beach and Sparrow 
Road Elementary in Chesapeake. 

Kelly taught language arts for three years 
before settling into science. 

"I guess I just got sort of tired of the 
language arts," she said. "After grading 
spelling tests for a while you can't even 
^11 your own name!" 

Now, she wouldn't trade her job for 
anything. Kelly's enthusiaan for education, 
in fact, helped her win Teacher of the Year 
at \iet school on two separate occasions. 

"I do a lot in my job. I just have to learn to 
say 'no,' I guess. I get involved in a variety 
of things — the newspaper work (Kelly is 
her school's correspondent to The Virginia 
Beach Sun) and being a CORE Team leader. 
I also do lots of hands-on work with the 
science," she said. 

One glimpse of Kelly playing with her two 
sons, Mickey and Jackson, is enough to 
convince you that she was bom to work with 
children. Kelly said her grandfather, with 
whom she spent the majority of her time 
growing up, contributed to this. 

"I was my granddad's sidekick used to ride 
with that man all day long on his tractor in 
the hot sun when I was S years old," she 
fondly recalled. "Since I was 4 years old, I 
can guarantee 1 spent more time with him 
than anyone else." 

It was some of his last words that now 
guide Kelly's life — as an individual, a 
mother and a teacher. 

"He told me, 'Do as much as you can for a 
many as you can for as long as you can.' 
And I am, I am trying," she said.

Beaton was joined by Mark 
Lamb and Jeff Jenkins in chairing 
the event. The gala was presented 
by Art & Company, the fund- 



raising arm of the VBAC. 

"It's the young at heart, and 
what our mission is, is to raise 
money for the arts center and to 
promote awareness in the arts and 
we do this through promotional 
events like this," said Beaton. 

Behind the five beer-tasting 
stations stood young men and 
women, clad in Art & Company 
T-shirts. As they collected beer 
tickets, they promptly poured 
samples of the requested brews 
into plastic monogrammed cups. 

"I think it gets people out and 
gives them a chance to taste 
some of the different unique 
beers. A lot of people aren't 
aware they're sold in Virginia 
Beach," said Kippy Sinclair, a 
volunteer serving up samples of 
Steamship Raspberry ale, made 
in Norfolk. 

"And, we're supporting the arts, 
which is the center of Virginia 
Beach." added Kirsten Peterson, 
also a volunteer. "The culture 
needs to be brought up a level. 
It's a very cultural event. 

"It wakes people up to let them 
know it's not just Michelob and 
Budweiser. It lets them see that 
there's raspberry ale, lagers, and 
other ales and different sorts of 
beers. People think all beers taste 
the same. This lets them know 
otherwise. 

Russ Young, a Virginia Beach 
resident and beer enthusiast, was 
familiar with most of the brews 
listed on the program pamphlet. 
He had a definite agenda in mind,

$5.89 a bottle," said Young, 
stretching out his legs as he sat 
on the curb with an empty cup 
beside him.

As is 
Pete's Wicked Ale." 

The rambling off the top of his

Lambic. also from Belgium, 
selling at $80 per case — "a fruit 

flavored wheat beer...light in body 
vtrith obvious raspberry flavor and 
light maltiness." 



■ St«unship Captains' Lager, 
brewed in Norfolk — "a cofqier- 
colored well-malted lago- made 
in the German tradition" 
(Steamship Raspberry Ale was 
also available.}

"I like beer," Young noted.

That's what people come 
here for." 

Malbon's Barbecue provided 
the food. Thomas Malbon, the 
owner, said this was his first time 
serving the annual beer tasting 
crowd, but he was pleased to be 
thne. 

"They're raising money, and 
I'm part of it," said Malbon.

Several non-profit organizations 
have contracts with the city to 
provide some of the services 
listed. 

Housing and street 
improvement have been 
completed in 80 of the city's

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ximately $6 million by selUng the 
current site, according to some 
councilmembers. 

The city was forced to puvhase 
the land when council changed its 
mind about the proposed Constitu- 
tion Drive Flyover. The flyover 
was to extend to Route 44 across 
Mount Trashm(»-e, then to South 
Independence Boulevard in the 
rear of the site in quntion.

That is. a conditional 
use poTfiit is not necessvy so no 
public hearing would be neces- 
sary. 

Council at an informal ooeeting 
Tuesday agreed to have the con- 
struction of the new building at 
the Independence Road site on 
the agenda on Aug. 22. A imbUc 
hearing also will be held to give 
the residents an opportunity to 
express their vievt^ on the site.

It's a wonder when Sylvia 
Manme doesn't get a good 
workout during one of her 
power-packed English hand- 
bell perfomances. 

Anns flying, wrisQ niq>ping 
and legs carrying ho' fix)m one 
end of the bell-lined tables to 
another, watching Maume do 
1^ thing is as much a fean for 
die eyes as it is for the ears. 
At the end of e^h piece, she 
smiles a warm, endearing grin 
guaranteed to light up a room, 
then launches into another 
song. 

For Maume, who works at 
the Presbytery of Eastern 
Virginia in Portsmouth and 
calls Virginia Beach home, 
nothing could ring truer to her 
ears than the English 
handbells. 

Although she didn't discover 
her talent for the instrument 
until 11 years ago, she has 
since become an 
accomplished player who has 
performed at, among other 
places, tlw White Hcwse. Her 
abilities scale an astounding 
three octaves. 

"My schooling was in mu- 
sic," the West Vi^inia native 
began after a rousing perfor- 
mance Sunday for the 
Lynnhaven House in Virginia 
Beach. "I could play piano and 
organ, but I wasn't doing any- 
thing with it for a long, long 
time until I started attending 
Bayside Presbyterian Church. 
Then we got a new choir 
director.* 

The church already had a 
handbell choir, but Maume 
couldn't participate since she 
woiiced and they practiced in 
weekdays. She finally asked 
the new choir director to start 
an evening group. 

"I had never rung huidbells 
before and basically taught 
myself to do it," she 
reminisced. 

A fisw months later, as the 
group was prq»ring for a festi- 
val at the oceanfront, the 
director lingtod ha out to take 
a cowse in solo ringing. 

"I said, 'You've got to be 
kiddingl' But I guess he saw 
some potential there. I tock it 



and have been ringing solo 
ev« since." 

Maume was drawn to the 
handbells simply because of 
their beautiful, heavenly 
sounds. Looking back on her 
firat tentative days ringing, 
however, she couldn't imagine 
htf talents woidd take her to 
some of the places she has 
performed: the National 
Cathedral in Washington, 
D.C., Bruton Parish in 
Williamsburg and The Capital 
in Richmond. 

Most recently she conducted 
a w(»ksh(^ in "The Art of Solo 
Handbell Ringing' at the Area 
III Festival of English 
Handbell Ringers at Virginia 
Beach's Pavilion. 

"Three octaves is a pretty 
good amount of territory to 
cover, but then again you're 
only playing one note at a 
time," Maume said modestly. 
"The most important part of 
solo bell ringing is remember- 
ing to put the bells back from 
where you picked them. If you 
don't then they're out of order 
and you'll go to re»:h for oiw 
uid it's not in its place." 

Because of her background 
(Maume holds a bachelor's 
degree in music from Marshall 
University), she admitted that 
taking up die instrument came 
easily for her. 

"Of course, you start on sim- 
ple things, but it did come 
naturally to me. You don't 
have to read music, but it 
really helps." 

Handbells aren't an in- 
expensive instrument to play. 

"These bells today happen 
to belong to King's Grant 
Presbyterian Church since I 
ioa't have my own. I have to 
use their belli, so I practice 
gnwrally for a coiqile of houn 
on Saturday mominp and in 
the evenings during the week. 
Particularly when I'm getting 
ready for a concert, Fll try to 
get more in." she expUned. 
"A good, coi^ete aet for five 
octaves, which these are part 
(tf, will run around $10,000 to 
$12,000." 

Although Maume declares 
that handbeUa are her "avoca- 
tion, not my vocation" (she is 
full-time office resource 
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Portimoath. Her nrnt recant eoneart was at Lynnhavan Hoase. 



coordinator for the 
Presbyterian regional offices 
in Portsmouth), she has 
already developed a repertoire 
of up to 75 songs. It includes 
everything from the classics 
(Bach, Brahms, Beethoven 
and the like), to rousing 
patriotic tones. 

"I also like to wwk m one 
really challenging piece a 
year and get it iq) to speed," 
she added, noting that there is 
more than one technique to 
playing the English handbells. 

"There is definitely more 
than one way to get sound out 
of tht bells, as you saw today. 
You can hit the beU on the 
table, which deadens the 



sound like a staccato; tap then 
with the mallets; and as a bell 
tree, kind of like a xylophone." 

Even though Christmas is 
months off, Maume is already 
getting ready for her busiest 
season. It is then that the 
English handbells are in the 
most demand. 

"I'll have six or eight 
concerts to play for at one 
time!" she quiiq)ed. 

The mother of six children, 
Maume is widowed and has 
eight grandchildren and one 
great-grandchild. She resides 
in Virginia Beach's Ocean 
Parks lection and attends 
King's Grant Presbyterian 
Chwch. 



'Jack Tar' takes youths on seafaring adventure 

Francis Land House program studies sailors

Billy and Thomas Englert left 
the skating rink early on a 
summer afternoon to ctmie to the 
Francis Land House and enter 
into another world, the world of 
the "Jack Tars," as sailors were 
known only a few hundred yevs 
ag^ 

Hie two Englerts entered that 
worid like the rest of the young 
people present by sitting cross- 
legged on a rug in the building's 
basement and listening to 



historical Impersonator Bob 
Harvey talk about the nautical 
life of the past. 

Harvey was sitting on a ledge 
in the basement wall and dxMsed 
like a flguro from "Moby Dick." 
yet when he began talking, 
surrounded by original materials 
and reproductions of naval tools, 
all the guesu were transfixed. 

He (bribed his clothing, the 
utensils and foodstu^s beside him 
as being similar to ours in some 
ca^s, as authentic antiques that 
would have been UKd by sailors 



of the past, and he couldn't resist 
knocking the year-old hardtMk 
biscuit (authentic recipe) on the 
18th century sailor's tin plate to 
demonstrate why the sailors 
called their bread "hardtack." 

Breaking the biscuit in half, he 
added, "Sailors broke it up into 
small pieces and mixed it into 
their coffee or their stew." 

He also explained that the 
sailors also had to have food that 
would not spoil easily because 
there was no refri^atioi in Uiose 
day. 
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"Meat was packed in barrels of 
salt to preserve it and keep out 
the bugs," he said. "Hiey soaked 
it in water for 10 days, then 
chopped it up with grease and 
potatoes and onions to make a 
Stow called lobKouse." 

Explaining that many voyages 
such as whaling journeys might 
take years, Harvey added that the 
sailivs w(Hild often md up eating 
the nme food for lonf periotb of 
time.

City council came out strongly 
in favor of more public access to 
the city's Chesapeake Bay 
beaches and included in a street 
closure approval this week a 
provision for an additional public 
access to the beach. 

Although the applicant for the 
closure of portions of two streets 
agreed to the condition for a 
public access Tuesday, owners of 
condominiums on the opposite 
side of the proposed access 
objected, claiming that the beach 
was private. 

Councilman Linwood Branch 
said he was "not aware there was 
a private beach over there." 
Branch is the Virginia Beach 
Borough representatiw. 

"I don't know how you get from 
one public beach to another. I find 
private beaches offensive," he 
added. 

Lynnhaven Borough 
councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 
said that he understood where the 
condominium owners "were 
coming from." He said they have 
deeds saying the beach is part of 
their land. He added, however, 
that their attorney, Michael 
Inman, said that there was ample 
access to the beach, but that the 
city's Beach Management Plan 
says that additional access is 
needed. 

Harrison also said that the city 
has seven access points now, 
which came at a high price, but 
that the closure application gives 
the city the opportunity to create 
another access with little cost. He 
noted that the city should be 
willing to mitigate for the impact 
on the condominiums — one 
would be a little over three feet 
from the public access. 

Councilman Roi»rt K. Dean 
referred to people who have 
reached levels of affluence which 
enable them to buy beaches, 
denying everyone else the 
pleasure. He said that 
Chesapeake Bay does not have 
enough access. 

Council unanimously ai^iroved 
the application of George 
Pitsilides, trustee of the Pitsilides 
Land Trust, to close Kleen Street 
beginning at the northwest 
intersection of Kleen Street and 
Page Avenue and running north 
for 160.49 feet, and Ocean 
Avenue, beginning at a point 190 
feet northwest of the intersection 
of Kleen Street and Page Avenue 
east for 215 feet. The parcels 
contain .531 acre. 

Charles Salle, attorney for 
Pitsilides, said that without the 
closures the property could not be 
developed because the streets run 
right through the Pitsilides 
property. He said, however, that 
Pitsilides would agree to provide 
seven feet for a public access on 
the west side of the property 
which backs up to the Dunes 
Condominiums property. 



Along with ai^roval of the 
closures with six conditions, 
council, on the request of 
Harrison, directed City Manager 
James K. Sp(M% to negotiate with 
the applicant on the price {<x the 
road property and the construction 
of a six-foot solid fence next to 
the Dunes Condominium property 
for privacy — the original 
condition called for a four-foot 
solid fence topped with a two-foot 
fence of open lattice woifc. 

Spore was instructed to 
recommend using proceeds from 
the land sale or some other 
method of providing the fence. 
Harrison said that since the city 
has the opportunity to create an 
access with little cost, "we 
should be willing to mitigate 
some of the impact an the c(»dos. 

The O'Shaughnessys — I^ge. 
Tim and Michael — supported 
the plan for the public access. 
Paige said that it was the only 
public beach in the area. Without 
the access, said Tim, people will 
find a way to get to the beach — 
through private property if 
necessary. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that the Dunes Condominium 
residents said that the people 
already have an access a block 
away at Jade Street. 

Michael O'Shaughnessy took 
exception to the description by 
condominium owners that the 
beach users are unkempt, 
undesirable and low-life. Bill 
Bueno, chairman of the Great 
Neck Association of Civic 
Leagues, said the beach has been 
used at least 19 years and the 
beach was deeded to the city in 
1980. He said that residents who 
do not live on the water want to 
use the beach. 

Ken Scandell, a resident of 
Estuary Court, said that there was 
not much left for the general 
public to use. 

Inman said the issue was a 
contest between the public 
benefit and the private burden. He 
said that over the last 20 years 
the public beach has been 
enlarged dramatically. He said 
that the seven public accesses 
between Seagate Colony and 
Duck Inn were »lequate. 

He said that the proposed plan 
was an "ill-conceived plan to 
give the city more beach access. 
It is not a good idea. Maybe 
someplace else..,.If there is a 
public benefit, there should be 
private protection." 

Dr. Greg Monmdo said that 
when he bought his condo in 
1982, it was important to him to 
have a private beach and his deed 
says it is. He said that the day die 
Morandos purchased their 
property their house was posted as 
private property, but the signs 
were ignored and destroyed and 
the private property was used as a 
change area, trash deposit area, 
and public urinal.

Voters seek sun; candidates want money

Every election seems to set a new 
record for campaign spending and 
the one now impending for all 140 
seats in the General Assembly will 
certainly be no exception. 

With Democrats striving to pre- 
serve their historic majority and 
Republicans led by Gov. George 
AUen equally intent upon overturning 
it, we are 
likely to see 
twice the 
spending of 
only four 
years ago. 

It has 
changed so 
much since 
my last 
campaign for 
state Senatea 
dozen years 
ago that I 
hardly 
recognize 
the scene. 
._____«_ The man 
now holding 
that seat, 
freshman Rq>ublican Sen. Brandon 
Bell of Roanoke County, raised 
$126,132 Uuough dffi official npott 
June 30. 

This is nearly twice the money I 
managed to raise outside my own 
pocket fOT eight caiQi^ps in what is 
e^entially die same district. And this 
is entire campaigns, not merely the 
spring curtain-raiser this report 
covers. 

Bell's opponent, Roanoke City 
Councihnan John Edwards, is being 
criticized in party circles fcM' a slow 
start. But even allowing for infladon, 
the $34,000 he raised dirough June 
30 would have been diought a fine 
beginning as recenUy as 1987. 

The Roandce race is no excqHKHi. 
Infour oUier closely watched conte^s 
for the state Senate, candidates had 
raised $895,000 through June 30. If 
diey are still perceived as being close 
in Sq}tember, hundreds of Uiousands 
will flow into diem from state and 
national party (X)ffers. 

Total spending in assembly races 
this year will likely exceed $12 
milli(»i. This is not an absurdly large 
sum considoing die stakes and when 
you recall that di(Me seeking fedoal 
ofTice in Virginia last year spent 
sevoal times that amount. Soil, it's a 
bit Imrd to see what the special in- 
terests diat are pkking up most of die 
tab hqie to gain. 



Mmt of the d^isions die next 
assembly will make are preordained 
by precedent or will be compelled by 
circumstance. The old consumer 
lobby diat made such a stir in die ' 70s 
has lost most of its teedi. 

Democrats and Republicans wUI 
fall all over diemselves doing die 
bidding of corporate interests and 
honoring the new god of economic 
devekpnenL 

The big givers in legislative races 
will be Trigon Blue Cross, the 
Virginia Medical Political Action 
Committee and the Hospital 
Association. And, of course, the list 
of usual suspects: bankers, realtors, 
auto dealers, public utilities and trial 
lawyers. 

They will be joined by the Virginia 
Education Association and various 
labor unions, stoudy maintaining they 
shoukln't be seen as special interests 
at all; radier as public benefactors. 

While teachers and organized labor 
will give almost exclusively to 
Democrats, and die trial lawyers will 
strongly favor them.business interests 
don't care what label a candidate 
wears so ItMig as he has a chance to 
win and is reliable. 

They will persist in seeing no 
connection betweoi Cnuiwell and 
Clinton.

various proposals nave oeen 
Mivanced to deal widi the problem of 
special-interest money dominating 
our politics.

Hie grandest experiment was the 
cbedc-offon die federal tax return to 
fund presidential campaigns. Now 
pegg»j at $3 per taxpayer, diis adds 
nothing to tax^ due or subtracts a 
p^ny from any refund diat' s coming.

Republican Party has met with even 
less success. In 1993, just over two 
million Virginia returns had refimds 
coming. 

But less dian one-half of one 
percent of the people due dion were 
willing to see any part go to a political 
party. The 8,435 who did pve an 
average of $7.09 to die party of their 
choice for a grand total of $59,801. 

Various studies purport to show 
that less than five percent of votos 
have ever made a personal 
conbibution to a political party ra 
candidate. 

In a big race, contributions of less 
than $25, while surely welcome as an 
encouraging sign of grassroots' 
support, will amount to no more dian 
a small fraction of total campaign 
costs. 

In most TV mailcets in Virginia, it 
will take about 200 contributions of 
$7.09 to buy a single prime-time spot. 

A conclusion clearly emerges: As 
the cost of campaigning escalates far 
faster than inflation, the people 
themselves increasingly say, "This is 
a fight that concerns me only 
incidentally, let diose who do die 
taking do the paying." 

While it isn't impossible for a 
candidate who is being badly out- 
spent to make a wiiming issue of is 
opponent's lavish campaign chest, it 
rarely happens. 

It seems that voters are more likely 
to conclude diat die candidate who 
dominates the paid media must have 
a littie good going for him, and his 
poorly funded oppcment must be in 
sad shape for some good rea^in. 

Having been outspent in most of 
the races I entered has caused me to 
give a good deal of thought to 
campaign-finance reform. 

My conclusion is Uiat given our 
national habits as couch potatoes that 
like wiimers better than whiners and 
constitutional protections of free 
speech, diere is no real answer. 
Certainly, die Watergate-inspired 
reforms of 20 years ago only seemed 
U) make mattas worse. , 

No way has yet been discovered 
for die American people to delegate 
responsibility for assuring a politics 
of reasonable sanity and honor. 

Like it or noi, campaign contri- 
butions are integral to the exercise of 
free speech, and die protection of 
what their donors believe to be 
legitimate interests.

He was 
jumping up and down like a duck on 
a hot plate. I didn't like the sound that 
Americans were dogs and that we 
were going to be treated like dogs.

PJ.C.RobertBrown.anotiierdeadi 
march survivor said, "They took us 
over and made us sit and cross our 
legs and put our hands on our knees, 
and if we looked to eitiier side we got 
beaten or bayoneted 

"Filipino prisoners were dying like 
flies, carried in a tent-half buttoned 
up to form a Uibe, their bodies went 
by in an aidless colunrn. It never 
ended. Itey and night the bodies were 
carried to die cemetery. I was kind of 
stunned by the death rate." 

Prisoner PP.C. Andrew Aquila: 
"In Camp O'Donnel, our boys were 
dying 40. 50, 60 a day. We couldn't 
bury diem, fast enough.

The Internal Audit component 
performs financial and financial- 
related audits. These audits examine 
whether fmancial affairs are in good 
order and insure that the city's assets 
are safeguarded. Internal Audit also 
provides assistance to city 
departments and agencies in 
establishing good financial control 
procedures. 

The Department of Management 
Services has provided assistance to 
city deparunenis, the city manager 
and the city council, for funding of 
such programs as: the Tourism 
Growth Invesuncnt Fund (TGIF), the 
Sandbridge Special Service District 
for Sandbridge Beach nourishment, 
the Amphitheater, the Agricultural 
Resierve Program, and the Marine 
Science Museum Expansion, toname 
a few.

Ask newly-crowned Miss Virginia, Amber 
Medlin. what her most precious commodity 
is now as she prepares for the Mi^ America 
Scholarship Pageant and you'll probably get 
a one-work response: time. 

With the big night just a little more than. a 
month away, the young woman from 
Virginia Beach is polishing her poise, 
sharpening her piano skills and making 
statewide appearances until she takes the 
stage in Atlantic City, N.J. on Sept 16. 

Yet Medlin is surprisingly calm, cool and 
collected. 

"It's really exciting, but it hasn't settled in 
yet because, immediately after I was 
crowned, I've been busy every day. Aheady 
I've done a lot through my job as Miss 
Virginia and getting ready for Miss America, 
so hopefully after all that I'll have time to sit 
down and say, 'Wow, I'm Miss Virginia!'" 

A graduate of Cox High School and 
Radford University, 23-year-old Medlin's 
pageant experience began with Little Miss 
Virginia when she was just 10 years old. 

"I didn't win," she smiled, "but after that I 
loved pageants — dressing up and playing 
the piano. Then I kept doing them, one or 
two a year, until I was ready to do a Miss 
America preliminary. As a matter of fact, I 
had been with my mom to the Miss Virginia 
Pageant — and Miss America — for many, 
many years before I ever entered." 

Like many little girls, Medlin was 
mesmerized by the pretty outfits and colorful 
pageantry of the competitions. 

"Growing up I was the 100-percent 'girlie 
girl.' There was no tomboy in me 
whatsoever. After that I think a lot of it had 
to do with my music, because it actually 
made me practice more since I had a goal of 
performing on stage," she said. 

Medlin has been studying piano since the 
age of 8 and is preparing herself for the Miss 
America talent portion by studying at 
Shenandoah Conservatory of Music. In the 
meantime, there are "a million and one" 
other things to do, such as pulling her 
wardrobe together and making numerous 
appearances, before departing for Florida 
(all Miss America contestants will visit 
Disney World for several days) and then 
AtlaiUic City. 

There is one thing, however, that Miss 
Virginia doesn't need to "bone up" on, and 
that's her platform issue: Special 
Olympics/Be A Buddy. Medlin foun(ted the 
latter on her own after involvement with 
Special Olympics. 

"I've been involved with Special Olympics 
for five years," she explained. "It was my 
sorority's national philanthropy at Radford. 
For four years I was involved with Area 9 in 
southwest Virginia, and for the past year in 
Area 2 here. I started my own program. Be A 
Buddy, after being crowned Miss Virginia 
Beach. I go into elementary schools and 
teach healthy children about children with 
disabilities so they won't be afraid of them. 

"I think that, no matter how much you get 
children with disabilities involved and build 
up their self-esteem, if the normal, healthy 
children don't accept them then it doesn't 
matter. They get stared at, or healthy 
children are afraid of them. I started in 
Virginia Beach Public Schools, and now I 
will be able to go all over the state into the 
schools with my program." 

Medlin is so proud of her work with 
Special Olympics and Be a Buddy, in fact, 
tl^t she pulled out a thick photo album with 
pictures from various events. 

"I have so many letters' from children 
where I went to their school and tried to 
teach them. It's funny because I'll ask a 
question, and the whole auditorium of kids 
will raise their hands and want to tell you 
everything," she smiled. 

A veteran contestant at Miss Virginia (she 
has been Miss Danville, Miss Apple 
Blossom Festival and, of course. Miss 
Virginia Beach), Medlin she said that so far 
she isn't nervous about the upcoming 
competition. 

"Well, not yet, but maybe when I get 
there!" she laughed. "The best part will be 
when I get back and can do more for the 
community. I love my appearances now, but 
they're are honwing me more than actually 
doing things for Special Olympics." 

What is she expecting in Atlantic City?

TWA facility in Norfolk 
will create 500 new jobs 



New reservations center 
praised by Gov. Allen and 
state commerce secretary

'Trans Wwld Airlines is a first- 
class company and I am pleased 
they chose Norfolk as their new 
home," Virginia Governor George 
Allen recently said of TWA's 
plans to construct a new 40,000 
square-foot reservation center at 
the Lake Wright Executive 
Center in Norfolk. "This is a 
tmjot investment for an impcHlant 
Virginia community." 

This is the St. Louis-based 
company's fifth area reservation 
center and will serve as the 



airline's first East C<Mst center. 

Scheduled to open in March 
1996, the' reservations center is 
expected to create 500 new jobs 
and distribute an annual payroll of 
$13 million. It will handle air- 
travel inquires. 

"TTiis is a world renowned 
business that will help enhance 
the reputations of Norfolk and 
Virginia as a good place to do 
business," said Virginia Secretary 
of Commerce and Trade Robert T. 
Skunda. "This is yet another 
example of a cooperative effort 
by the commonwe^th of Virginia 
and localities working togeth^ to 
bring jobs to Virginians." 

TWA, with annual reveni^s of 
$3.4 billion, was founded in 1930 



as Transcontinental and Western 
Air. I^marily a mail contractor, it 
later became the first passenger 
airiine to provide coast-to-coast 
service from New York to Los 
Angeles. 

"We're very excited about 
being here," said Rick Rowe, 
TWA vice president of 
.reservations sales. "With a major 
investment in state-of-the-art 
equipment and software, we plan 
on this being our most advanced 
reservation center to date. We 
looked at many east coast cities, 
but the community's commitment 
to this project, coupled with the 
demographics of Norfolk's 
workforce, provided us with the 
assets we need." 
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Tougher ordinances 
crack down on 
parking offenders

Law enforcement offica^ will 
be allowed to tidcct vehicles for a 
number of parking violations, 
which ordinarily require 
summonses, to be isaied under an 
ordinance amendment adopted 
last week by Virginia Beach City 
CouiKil. 

Henry Ruiz, administrator of 
parking systems management, 
explained that it was harder to 
find the owner of a vehicle to 
issue a summons, and that a 
ticket will permit the vehicle 
owner to pre-pay the fine 
(avoiding a court appearance) 
and the court costs as well as the 
fine. 

The ordinance also includes 
stiffer penalties, including an 
increase in the penalty for 
illegally parking in spaces 
reserved for persons with 
disabilities from $50 ($100 if not 
paid in 14 days) to $100 ($200 if 
not paid in 14 days). 

Mayor Oberndorf and 
councilman Robert K. Dean 
requested the increase in the 
disabled parking penalty; all the 
other amendments were requested 
by Police Chief C.R. Wall. 

An amendment that provides for 
ticketing a vehicle parked on a 
public street with a "for sale" 
sign raised the most questions. 
Ruiz said that the practice was 
turning side streets into an 
advertising vehicle. 

The city's abandoned vehicle 
ordinance allows vehicles to be 
moved by the city after they have 
been parked on a public street for 
10 days. 

Ruiz said that some persons 
l^rk cars wldi "For Sale" signs 
on public streets and move them 
after nine days to another parking 
space to avoid having their cars 
towed aw^y. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 
wanted to know, "What's the 
harm; why do we care" if an 
individual who lives where there 
is no off-street parking wants to 
sell his car? 

Assistant City Attorney Randy 
Blow said that a city ordinance 
already makes it illegal for a 



vehicle to have a sign bigger than 
ihree-by-five inches in the rear 
window because of safety reasons. 

Councilman Robert K. Dean 
saw the new provision as 
penalizing all citizens for the 
violations of handful. 

"City-wide, I'm not sure this is 
a good ordinance," he said. 

Dean added that in his 
neighborhood, residents are forced 
to park one or two vehicles on the 
street because the driveways are 
short 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that the police department 
was looking for a tool.. 

"People are using the streets for 
used car sales lots." 

Councilman John A. Baum said 
that if the 'if we start picking on 
people who have signs on cars," 
the police will have to use 
discretion. 

Harrison said that the ordinance 
will have an impact on people 
who have no off-street parking, 
but that some of the stub streets 
at the Beach have become a 
problem. He said there was no 
other way to catch the owners. 

Ruiz said that he would not 
authorize his employees to write 
tickets under the ordinance 
"unless we looked into it" 

The ordinance also provides for 
ticketing vehicles that: 

■ Block a street or highway. 

■ Are angle-parked or parked 
perpendicular to the curb. 

■ Do not display a local 
license decal, a valid inspection 
decal or license plates. 

The amendment also clarified 
that the court may impose, a fine 
for disregarding parking tickets in 
addition to the standard penalty 
for the ■ underlying partTng 
violation. 

The ordinance also makes it 
unlawful for able-bodied persons 
to use disabled plates to park in 
disabled parking spaces unless 
transp(»rting a disabled persoa and 
provides for a fine fee for 
disregarding a {irking ticket. 

Council woman Nancy Parker 
said that on streets where angle 
parking is permitted the streets 
are not alway marked. Ruiz said 
that this will be taken care of. 



Poll numbers grow 
with population

measures under the National 
Voter Registration Act. 

The federal mandate came 
down without funding, Hager said. 

Although the opening of each 
precinct costs. Hager said 
Virginia Beach has been fortunate 
because in most cases the 
precinct location, usually in 
schools and churches, have been 
made available to the city free. 



The new precincts will be the 
Culver precinct, which will be 
located at the Ocean Lakes High 
School, and the Rosemont Forest 
pr^inct at the Rosemont Forest 
Elementary School. 

Population growth dictated the 
change in the precincts. 

The Ocean Lakes precinct, 
located at the Ocean Lakes 
Elementary School, was split to 
form the Culver precinct, and 
portions were taken from the 
Bellamy precinct at the Indian 
Lakes Elementary School, and 
the Glenwood precinct, at the 
Glenwood Glenwood Elementary 
School, to form the Rosemont 
Forest precinct. 

Council last week approved the 
changes which will become 
effective with the i^proval by the 
U.S. Dq)artment of Justice.

Just how difficult is it for 
someone to take Ave minutes out 
of their entire life to do something 
good for dieir fellow man? 

Julie Maschino, a 20-year-old 
business/philosophy student from 
Chesapeake, began asking herself 
that question a few years ago 
while attending Cox High School 
in Virginia Beach. 

Since then she has not failed in 
her efforts to lend a helping hand 
whenever possible — be it through 
promoting awareness of rising, 
young talents in the arts or raising 
mohey for local charities. 
Maschino does both through an 
organization she founded. The Nna 
Nna Houljed Co. 

She may have taken a passive 
approach to doing her good deeds 
in the past, but not anymore. A 
recent incident at Victoria's 
Secret, a chain of women's 
lingerie stores, caused her to take 
a new kx)k at her effects. 

In returning an item she had 
purchased at another location, 
Maschino noticed a saleswom^ at 
the counter cutting up bras and 
other lingoie. ' 

"With the snap of the scissors 
and a brief conversation with the 
employee, I knew something had 
to happen," Maschino said. "Hie 
products wci« being destroyed and 
discarded due to sanitary laws that 
prevent their ability to resdl them. 
The com|»nies, on die other hand, 
could be donating them to 
charities!" 

Maschino knew she had to do 
something, so she asked for a 



corporate office address to write to. 
If she can donate her own clothes 
to charity, she reasoned, then why 
shouldn't biisinesses? 

"I decided I was disgusted and 
was going to raise a stink about 
it," Maschino said. 

Within a few days she sent a 
letter off to the store's corporate 
headquarters. In her letter, 
Maschino made the suggestion 
that unsalable bras and panties 
could be donated to shelters for 
battered women and the homeless. 

"Like I said in the letter to them. 
I'd be willing to make the rounds 
once or twice a month to pick up 
these articles," she said. 

She recently received a response 
from the company stating that it 
was not in the position to make 
any monetary donations "to your 
charity" at the time. That was not 
what Maschino was asking, nw is 
she certain they really read the 
letter. 

She is already worlcing on her 
response. 

"It's just ridiculous that 
companies can't do this. It shows a 
lack of compassion for the 
community. Businesses don't care 
if they can't malce money off of it" 

That's why Maschino d^ided to 
issue a challenge to other resitknts 
— the consumers — challenging 
all businesses to think more civic- 
mindedly. 

"How are we ever going to get 
people to start caring and take 
action? They complain about there 
being no jobs, the hcmieless. etc, 
but who takes five minute of their 
lives to make a difference."

Up in smoke? 



Last week President Bill Clinton announced 
his plans to reduce smoking among young 
people and declared nicotine a drug. 

While the president's aims to curb smoking 
among the underage may be admirable, the 
other parts of the plan are not — and will have 
serious effects on parts of Virginia reliant on the 
tobacco industry, as well as ti^e state's economy 
in general. 

Clinton's proposal would eliminate cigarette 
vending machines. While they count for only a 
small part of cigarette sales, that will mean Jobs 
lost. And what about the adults who wish to 
purchase cigarettes in this manner? Should 
they be prohibited from doing so because a 
minor may use the machine? 

If this is the case, maybe we should ban adults 
from watching television. That way. minors will 
have less chance seeing objectionable 
programming. 

Giveaway and promotional items, such as 
caps!*»'T-shirts and lighters with cigarette logos, 
would be banned as well. Again, if an adult/ 
wished to purchase a carton of smokes for one 
of these items, shouldn't he be able to do so? 
Are we going to stop allowing beer companies to 
give away Super Bowl trips and the like? 
Certainly alcohol is as addictive as nicotine. 

Additionally, tobacco companies would only be 
able to use company names, not brand names, 
to sponsor events. The Virginia Slims Legends 
tennis events, for e^omiple, may have to become 
the Phillip Morris Legends events. 

Granted, some of the president's plans are 
good, such as banning tobacco advertising on 
billboards within 1,000 feet of schools. But the 
frightening possibility is that these regulations 
will set the stage for even tighter restrictions in 
the future — which is what tobacco industry 
leaders fear will happen. 

Such regulations will restrict the use and 
promotion of tobacco products for everyone, and 
that will mean bad news for Virginia. 

Should Clinton continue to lead the fight 
against one of Virginia's major cash crops, 
citizens will likely not forget in No^^mber 1996.

On Aug. 6, we acknowledged the 50tfa 
anniversary of "Ettila Gay" dropping the first 
atomic bomb used in warfare on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki in World War II. I propose that the date 
more worthy of recognition is SepL 2, 1945, qr VJ- 
I^y. 

The dead have been mourned and remembered, 
and the whole civilized world has paused, as it 
rues the use of atomic weaponry in Japan SO yeare 
ago. 

Nevertheless, while reflecting on diis portion of 
our histwy, let us not neglect to observe World 
War II in its totality. The United States did not 
start the war, and it does not deserve undo 
criticism for finishing it. 

In December of 1941, as Saburo Kurusu and 
Secretary of Slate Contell Hull were negotiating a 
peaceful solution to our differences, a 33-ship 
Japanese fleet was secretly steaming eastward 
towards Hawaii. Obviously, there would not have 
been an atomic bomb dropped on Japan if Pearl 
Harbor had not been bombed by 360 Japanese 
planes on Dec. 7, 1941. 

the United States issued a warning to Japan 
calling for surrender priw to authorizing the "Enola 
Gay" to drop the atomic bomb on Hiroshima on 
Aug. 6. 1945. Japan ignored die ultimatum and 
refused to surrender. Finally, on Aug. 9, the second 
bomb was dropped, thus killing over 100,000 
people, but ending die war. 

World W&r II killed more persons, cost more 
money, damaged more property, affected more 
people, and probably caused more far-reaching 
changes than any other war in hisuiry. It opened 
the Atomic Age and brought sweeping changes in 
warfare and our quality of life. 

The number of people killed, wounded or 
missing between September 1939, and September 
1945, can never be calculated. More dian nine 
million servicemen and about six million men from 
the Axis countries died in the war. Worid War II 
cost more than all inevious wars put togedier. Its 
cost exceeded $1.15 trillion. More than 50 
countries took part in die war and every nation felt 



its effects. 

J^ian's desire few mats t^ritc^ and its penchant 
for power caused the war. Its desire to win at all 
cost, perpetuated die war. 

For die first time our fighting men encountered 
the fanaUcai co<te of "bushido", which requires a 
soldiw to fight to the death, for die Jajwiese 
believed that surrender meant disgrace and often, 
(vefored suicide to capture. 

We were horrified as 40,000 prisoners were 
forced to march 70 miles to prison camps on die 
"Bataan Death March." Over half of die prisoners 
died from starvadon or maltreatment. 

It is not right to ask ^noricans u> jxetend Uat 
the BatUes of Cwal Sea, Guadalcanal, and 
Midway did no occur. It ii ridiculous to overlotdt 
(teath in die sky at die haml of the Kamitoizes, die 
surprise attack on Pearl HarbcN' luid. most of all, 
our own benevolence to J^»n in h^ing it id>uild 
itself into die ccoionic giant it is today. ° 

Frankly, if Japan did not ahtsady own so much of 
Amcaica's lands and businesses, it would not dare 
to hint Uiat die United States of Ammca owed it 
an iqwlogy for terminating die war. 

Harry Truman said when he announced diat die 
bomb had been dropped, "Sixteen hours ago an 
America airplane dropped one bomb on 
Hiit)shima...It is the harnessing of the basic power 
of die universe. It is die fwce from which die sm 
draws its power, and diis force has reluctandy been 
loo^d against Uiosc who brought war to the Far 
East," 

We have paid deference to the wrong 50 year 
anniversary date. Peace ensued on Sept 2, 1945, 
aboard die battleship Missouri in Tokyo Bay when 
die United States of America and ispm signed die 
surrender agreement, exactly Uiree years, eight 
months and 22 days after Japan bombed Pearl 
Harbor. 

If we keep history in perspective, it will prove 
diat Sept. 2, not Aug. 6, is die more important of 
die two dates.

Brenda McCormick doesn't pull any 

punches when it comes to helping die poor 

and the homeless. 
A vocal — and often controversial — 

advocate for those in n^, die founder of 

Mothers Inc. knows from experience the hard 

times facing the people she strives to aid. 
A former welfare mother herself, . 

McCormick has been called by some the 

"Mother Teresa of Virginia Beach" for her 

eff<»ts on dieir behalf. 
Until last week, however, it looked like 

the woman who has helped hundreds of 

homeless people would lose her own home. 

The white, two-story house with a breezy 

front p<nch at 417 16di St., headquarters for 

her Mothers Inc. operations, would be put on 

the market if she didn't come up with 

$96,000 — and fast — to purchase it. 

McCormick had been renting the house for 

years. 
"This is the miracle house," she smiled^ a 

huge grin lighting up her face. "The story is 

so impossible: we were all set to be evicted 

when die money started pouring in after die 

article came out in die paper. Now diey've 

given us until die end of August. If all die 

pledges come in, Uien, as of diis moment, 

we will have saved the house." 
Even die ever-optimistic McQirmick was 

astonished by the community outpouring. 
"Why? Because generally our friends are 

poor, so we thought it would be like the poor 

helping the poor." 
Small efforts, from a pass-die-hat night at 

Hie Jewish Mother to children setting up 

lemonade stands, all contributed to the 

cause as well. 
"When I heard we even had kids selling 

lemonade for us. I was so touched that I 

cried, " McCormick said. 
With the house crisis under control, 

McCormick can again turn her attention 

back to her work. 
"We figured diat to answer die immediate 

needs for the homeless in Virginia Beach. 

we'd have to open up 2,300 beds — taking 

into account, first, the homeless children. 

then the mothers and other single adults," 

she explained. 
McComiick is partici^arly concerned widi 

the smallest victims of a nationwide crisis; 

she calls the problem of homeless children 

"America's dirty litUe secret. 

"It's die largest homeless populauon m me 
United States. We have to start doing 
something now, but nobody wants to talk 
about it." 

More could be helped, she maintains, but 
their mothers are frightened that their 
children will be taken away if it's discovered 
they have no pomanent home. 

A large p(Htion of the people Modiers Inc. 
help are homeless teens. Reaching out to 
them was one of the reasons the 
(H-ganization formed eight years ago. 

"Actually, it was a picnic in our yard diat 
we took indoors in the winter to become a 
soup kitchen trying to reach the runaway 
teens on the boardwalk. We figured if we 
offered diem some hot dogs and Kool-Aid 
they'd come sit in our yard and talk to an 
adult. Instead of just attracting teen-agers, 
diough, we attracted street people. Hien it 
got to the point where every Sunday 
afternoon we were feeding 3S peqile in our 
yaid." 

McCormick's name and her good deeds 
began to sprrad among the homeless and the 
poor. Whedier it was some food, clothing or 
telling them about a safe place diey could 
go to bunk down for the night, McCormick 
had made many frioids. 

Then she started going out into die low- 
income neighborhoods of the community 
looking for families who needed food. That 
grew into other projects, stKh as turkeys for 
die needy at Thanksgiving and bags of 
groceries on Christmas Eve. 

"One woman we discovered on Christmas 
Eve didn't have any Christmas presents, a 
Christmas tree, npthing. My first thought was 
that they were some religion that doesn't 
celebrate Christmas, or why would they be 
them like that with nothing? When I asked, 
diey said, "We don't do diat. We don't have 
anything to celebrate. It's just another day to 
us.' It was then that I told myself, "Never 
again assume that in a city as healthy, 
wealthy and wise as Virginia Beach that 
every child here will get something un(ter 
the tree,'" McCormick said. 

Mothers Inc. strives to help people like 
this through what she calls "guerilla 
warfare," because despite all the other well- 
meaning charities, some people will be 
fca-gotten. McCormick takes up where they 
Irave off. 

"Emei^eiKies happen," she said stoically. 
"That's why last Chrisunas I was in East 
Ocean View at 6 a.m. delivering the last of 
the emergency presents. We do the 
anet|»cies wb^ mriMdy else is."

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'Hypnotic' trip through mind helps residents understand themselves 

Local time line therapist brings 
workshop to area art center

Have you ever conscioosly 
thought about whether you live 
"in time" or "through time?" 
Probably not. 

Most people probably don't 
consciously think about their 
^'internal map of time" until 
they're introduced to time line 
therapy, and about 30 people got 
a taste of this last week in the 
1846 Courthouse Gallery in 
Portsmouth. 

As an added attraction to 
current exhibition, "Milliseconds 
to Millennia: The Art of Time," 
presented by The Arts Center of 
the Portsmouth museums, time 
line therapy practitioner Lynn 
Sparrow of Virginia Beach, 
lectured an attentive group of 
people on how each person's life 
is shaped by a personal concept 
of time, and how individuals are 
able to use a "time line" to make 
desired personal chants. 

However, before guiding 
participants through a time line 
process. Sparrow discussed the 
differences between "in time" 
and "through time" people. 

According to Spjtfrow one of 
the traits of "though time" pec^Ie 
is that they are much more bound 



by the past than "in time" praple, 
who tend to be "just here, living 
in the now." 

"Through time" people also 
tend to have logical plans — are 
pinners, while "in time" prople 
are more spontanecHis. Reiterating 
the saying "opposites attract," 
Sparrow said that just as abstract 
thinkers and specific thinkers tend 
to marry each other, so is the 
case with "in time" and "through 
time" peq>le. 

"These are very different 
people," she said, but it is 
possible to have both "in time" 
and "through time" in one 
personality. 

From Sparrow's lecture 
workshop, Susm Cross, one of the 
participants, determined that she 
is a "now" poson. as opposed to 
being a sequratiaiirianna-typ^ 
perscHi. "That was very interestiiig 
to validate — to know that's true 
about myself," said Cross. 

Sparrow is also a certified 
master hydrotherapist and a 
neurolinguistic programming 
(NLP) practitioner who has a 
private practice in Virginia 
Beach. 

"Much of hypno-therq}y today 
is heavily influenced by NLP," 
said Sparrow.

"One of the main 'feedins' to 
the development of NLP was 
Eriksonian hyimoas — Dr. Milt(m 
Erikson was one of the most 
successful hypnotherapists of all 
time, and many of the methods of 
NLP draw on some of Dr. 
Erikson's approaches." 

She continued, "So I had a 
smattering of NLP training in ny 
hypnotto^jy trainuig and what I 
knew of it was so exciting — I 
found it to be so effective when I 
worked with my clients so I 
decided to get specially trained 



NLP — and the particular trainer 
I went to was the originator of 
Time Line Tlierapy. 

"In fact. I found Time Line 
Therapy to be the most exciting 
branch of NLP, because it's such 
an effective way of helping 
people make changes." 

As Sparrow allowed pec^le to 
explore their past, present and 
fiitme for 90 minutes, she took the 
group (Ml a "tea drive" over their 
time line. She instructed 
participants to close their eyes 
and take a few deep breathes lo 
first relax their bodies and minds 



— she then turned on soft music 
which «}mpliment»i h» soMhing 
voice. 

Next, participants were 
instructed to "float above their 
body, above their time line, drift 
back into the past, and then drift 
down into tfitirmemvy." 

After reaching that point she 
told the group to "ftoat and drift 
back c(»npletely into m^ Md the 
<q>en your eyes." It was ' a 
pov^rAil esptttence. 

"It vta a vwy pc^iti^w l^ture," 
said Annenaarie Pischnotte, a 
docent who likes to attend 
lectures that c<mplimsit museum 
exhibits. "It was a beautiful 
experience — voy ^iribial. I was 
very moved by it, and I think she 
(Sparrow) can do powerful work 
in iixmpy. Guitted im^oy of this 
sort can accomplish wonders in 
ther^y." 

Becau^ the use of a time line 
can make all stms of penonal 
changes, participants were 
excited about the reality of being 
able to wa^ away bad memcsi^ 
and negative feeling. 

"I like the part about making 
the best of a bad situation — 
learning fronn an experience no 
matter how traumatic, being able 
to go back before it happened, 
looking at it and thai telling y(Hir 
subconscitxis to do away with the 
negative feelings," said 
Pischnotte 

"It was vwy enlightening," said 
Rick Arri^ from Portsmouth. "I 
think a lot of what she spoke 
about we can put into use 
because there are things in our 
lives that we might want to erase. 
md now we might be able to do 
so. If not, we can go back and try 
it again. If it didn't work today we 
can try it again at a later date." 
explained Arrigo. 

Helping people to think 
specifically about setting their 
short-term and long-term goals 
was another fascinating part of 
Sparrow's lecture workshop. 
When discussing a method for 
identifying future plans. Sparrow 
explained that people must think 
"SMART" — Specific. 
Measurable, As if now. Realistic, 
and Timed." 

When asked what "SMART" 
goals he identified daring 
Sparrow's meditation process. 
Arrigo said, "I was thinking 
mosf^ aboit being more* 
productive — more painting, 



more sculpting and things like 
that." 

Betty Lambdin. a volunteer 
coOTdinator at The Arts Center 
and a member of die Fine Arts 
Commission, said, "Several 
things came to mind, but it was 
hard to cho<»e.

"I just love it." said Gallob. "I 
just think its exciting to see if 
that number is going to come out 
of that machine. There are 75 
balls and you just have to wait 
and see if your number's going to 



come up. 

Gallob said she has been 
playing bingo fw about 21 years, 
and still plays it frequ^itly. 

"No, I don't win often, but I 
play a kx.

"I mostly play at churches; that 
way I don't feel like my money's 
going to waste." 

Aml^ose, explained that money 
raised from bingo nights can by 
law only ^ toward certain things 
for the church.

A second proposaJ for relocat- 
ing the Social Services/Health 
Department building at a city- 
owned site on Independence Bou- 
levard is no more acceptable to 
some Larkspur residents than the 
original plan. 

The residents generally don't 
want the building in their neigh- 
borhood because of the impact on 
traffic and the influx of people 
who will be served by the depart- 
ments. 

The fact that the new proposal 
is for a two-story rather than a 
four-story building, however, 
makes it less objectionable to 
some residents who were con- 
cerned about having a four-story 
building looking down on their 
living rooms and patios. 

Following Tuesday's public 
hearing, when Larkspur residents 
nearly filled the council cham-

bets, residents complained that 
they were shown the new proposal 
only "five minutes before the 
meeting, just like everything 
else" done in connection with the 
project. Residents have com- 
plained that they were not privy 
to the plans being made by the 
city to use the site. 

Yvonne Daniels said that the 
new proposal would not be accep- 
table, that the side was inappro- 
priate, that the neighborhood 
would be subject to more noise, 
more lights and more trash. She 
said that the new proposal was 
shown to residents only "five min- 
utes before the meeting, just like 
everything else." 

TTie Virginia Beach City Coun- 
cil will let residents know whe- 
ther the site will be used for the 
building at council's next meeting 
on Sept. 5. 

The original proposal, submit- 
ted by the Olympia Company, 
would have a four-story office 
building on the city-owned site. 

The new proposal would be a 
joint venture between with the 
Stokes family, which owns a 3 
1/2-acre parcel that adjoins the 
city-owned site, and the Runny- 
meade Corporation. 

The building would include the 
3 1/2 acre-parcel for the project, 
which would permit the construc- 
tion of a two-story building with 
room for additional space later 
and access to Silver Leaf Drive. 

Morris Fine, representing Run- 
nymeade, said that the proposal is 
a "better way to build this mouse- 
trap." He said it allows the city to 
see "its property — Runnyme^le 
would purchase the pit>perty for 
$2 million — which ought to be 
on the tax rolls. He said that traf- 
fic would be taken next to the 
Byler Building to Silver Leaf 
Drive, and possibly a cul-de-s^ 
could be constructed on Silver 
Leaf Drive to keep the traffic out 
of the neighbwhood. 

The plan will provide 96,200 
square feet — over the 83,000 
square feet now nee(tod — and 
612 paricing spKcs. Ingress and 
egress will te at Silver Leaf 
Drive and on Indepemtence B<mi- 
levaitl. 

Dr. Lane Slok^, one of the 



owners of the 3 1/2-acre tract, 
pointed out that it would not be 
possible to get Silver Leaf from 
the city sit without using the Sto- 
kes property. The Olympia project 
is a good one, he said. "We've 
got a bener one." He said that 
while the owners have no contract 
on the residential property, it was 
a possibility that some business 
will go there. 

Robert Tata, a member of the 
House of Delegates who is a resi- 
dent of Larkspur, said that Lark- 
spur has been subject to more 
than its share of intrusion. He said 
surrounding it are Mount Trash- 
more, an alternate school, the 
largest middle school in the city 
which has 2,100 stiKlents only 69 
of whom live in Larkspur, Com- 
monwealth College which has 
500 students day and night, a golf 
course, and a new Catholic High 
School. He said to that will be 
added a building where 400 are 
employed and 2,000 clients are 
served which will destroy the 
neighborhood. 

He asked that the city consider 
Celebration Station or the seven 
acres near Sentara or Corporate 
Landing Park for a site, and to 
lower the zoning of the Indepen- 
dence Road property to 0-1 office 
use. 

At the earlier council work ses- 
sion, councilman W.W. Harrison 
Jr. said that if the city decides to 
not locate the building at the 

Indepeiiiefl(;i JlSa^ltfalji^ , H 
should put the property on the 
market. Whoever develops the 
property will be permitted to de- 
velop it under the B-2 Business 
zoning unless the city places a 
condition on the sale of the i»op- 
erty which would make it less at- 
u-active to purchasers. 

Councilman John A. Baum said 
that it was not right for tin land to 
sit there and do nothing. 

Councilman Linwood Branch 
said that there was quite a bit of 
undeveloped property at the inter- 
section. If the city's building was 
going to be the straw that would 
break the camel's back, he asked, 
!'what about the rest of the prop- 
erty?" 

Harrison said that the city 
would be starting all over again 
while the present Social Ser- 
vices/Health Department building 
is in a dilapidated state. 

The present building on Virgi- 
nia Beach Boulevard, however, is 
more easily accessible for clients 
riding the bus. Larkspur residents 
have argued that the clients will 
have to take two buses to get to 
the new site. 

Carolyn Lincoln, a member of 
the Social Services Task Force, 
said that the people expressing 
their views have not addressed 
the clients. She said that she did 
not care where the building was 
located so long as it was accessi- 
ble to the users. She said that she 
hoped the developers would wwk 
out some an-an^ments with Tide- 
water Regional Transit to provide 
actuate transportation. 

Paul Terkeltaub said that a 
Larkspur resident who has an of- 
fice at the 3300 Building adjacent 
to the current Social Services/- 
Healdi Department Building, said 
that traflic starts before the doors 
open, and people park in front of 
his building and sometimes they 
walk through his building to get to 
the city building. 

Terkeltaub said IhM the build- 
ing now has five driveways which 
face north, south, east and west 
and that the two driveways pro- 
posed fcx- tie Mw building on one 
street wmtU iwver provide the ne- 
cessary service. He said that the 
fMOj^t would make Oreen Mea- 
dows Ro^ nd Silver Leaf RmA 
thoroughfares. He stated that the 
traffic pattern will ruio what is 
now an Msis in Virginia Be«:h.

Teacher offers 
a glimpse into 
slaves' lives

They were the "invisible" 
men and women of the 17th, 
18th and 19th centuries, yet 
they comprised almost 50 per- 
cent of the Early American 
peculation without privilege of 
the vote or beedwa. 

Their history is not well-doc- 
umented, as is that of gentry 
land owners. Yet they were the 
ones who wcvked the land and 
helped build the United States 
into a Strang natimi. 

They weren't even 
considered human, merely 
property like any livestock or 
sdck of furniture their masters 
might own — belongings to be 
bought, sold and traded. 

And dieir memory wUl not 
be forgotten. 

In Virginia, the home of 
statesmen and presidents, the 
contributions of African- 
Americans are often still rele- 
gated to Black History Month 
observances. 

But at the Francis Land 
House in Virginia Beach,

Volunteering at the 
historical home was just the 
opportunity that Sledge, a 
Great Bridge High School U.S. 
History insthictor, was looking 
for. 

His first foray was the 
Twelfth Night Celebration 
(Old Christmas) three years 
ago. He portrayed a house 
slave much like the Land 
family might have owned. 

"I guess that I did so well 
that they wanted me to come 
back and do it again, and 
they've already set me fcs this 
year's, too." he said. 

Sledge's most recent perfor- 
mance was Saturday, when he 
again donned the vest and 
breeches for Plantation Slave 
Day. For first-time visitors to 
the Virginia Beach landmark, 
it was an eye-opening look 
into the life of anotho* culture. 

"One of the fu^t things that I 
ask people is what they think 
of when they hear the word 
'slavery,'" Sledge quizzed the 
small audience gathered in the 
Land House basement 

The words "unfair," "cruel" 
and images from "Gone With, 
The Wind" were responses 
from the audience. According 
to Sledge, all of that just 
scratches the surface. 

That explains one of the rea- 
sons why he does what he 
docs. 

"I'm a history teacher," 
Sledge noted, "but I want to 
set the lecofd straight as far as 



black involvement in history. 
When I came up as a child, 
history books really didn't say 
anything about what we did. I 
kind of do this to let people 
know we did make a 
contribution to American 
society." 

Often a Civil War re-cnaclor 
for local events, volunteering 
at the Francis Land House 
gives Sledge the opportunity 
to explore a time when slaves 
aren't depicted as much in 
bocAs and movies. 

"They weren't all the 'happy 
slaves' always smiling like in 
'Gone With The Wind.'" he as- 
sured. 

"I want to dispel some of 
those myths.

Then there's the image of the 
lazy slave; well, that was their 
way of fighting back.

"You have to research," he 
noted, "because you never 
know what someone is going 
to ask you.

Based on processing 8,500 ap- 
plications during the current fiscal 
year, a single employee needs to 
dedicate 5.7 Iwurs per day to pro- 
cess the incoming applications. 
The formula docs not include an- 
swering numerous inquiries from 



applicants, constant communica- 
tion with other law enforcement 
agencies, providing replacement 
permits and other administrative 
matters. 

Currently the Circuit Court em- 
ploys three legal secretaries for 
nine judges, six below the Judi- 
cial Administration Standard es- 
tablished by the Judicial Council 
of Virginia, according to Benefiel.

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After more than two years of nasty court bat- 
tles and the eyes of a nation watching and 
waiting, the first female cadet to gain entry into 
South Carolina's bastion of all-male military 
education succumbed to the heat during The 
Citadel's notorious "hell week." 

Not Just the temperature affected Shannon 
Faulkner, but "heat" from many other sources 
as well: the media, the college and fellow 
cadets, to name a few. After a few days in the 
infirmary, Faulkner cited 'emotional stress" and 
called it quits. 

Two years of campaigning, countless dollars 
and an admirable cause — all down the tubes. 

Faulkner's quitting would be understandable 
had emotional stress been the real underlying 
factor. But it wasn't. Perhaps for the 25 male 
cadets who quit during hell week, but definitely 
not Faulker. 

Faulkner merely wanted to prove a point for 
selfish gains — that she could be the first 
woman to topple the mighty Citadel's walls — 
and. having achieved it. copped out during the 
first week of training. 

Simply put, Faulkner didn't really want a mili- 
tary career. If she had, why didn't she get into 
shape before "hell week" challenged her? 
Faulkner knew what she was in for, and being 
physically fit is the least way one can be pre- 
pared. Maybe Faulkner knew all along that that 
could be her one "out," her lone escape from 
something she never truly desired. 

There is nothing wrong with women wanting 
their fair stab at a military education If they so 
desire. In fact, they should be commended for 
wanting one. West Point and Annapolis, which 
integrated males and females long ago, are proof 
that a peaceful union is possible. And it can 
happen at The Citadel, too, one day. 

Women, however, deserve a stronger, more 
sincere leader than Faulkner offered. Good luck 
to whoever Is next. — V.E.H.

Kevin Phillips, who made quite a 
name for himself 25 years ago with a 
prophetic book, "The Emerging 
Rq)ubUcan Majority," has lately set 
up shop as chief critic of what he (Hice 
regarded as a good thing. 

The thesis of his bode was that 
woricing-stiff £>emocrats would tum 
against liberalism and vote 
Republican 
as the only 
other game 
in town. That 
having come 
to pass, 
I^llips now 
savages the 
new GOP 
majority in 
Congress for 
setting the 
stage either 
for Presi- 
dent Bill 
Clinton's re- 
surrection or 
a third-paity 
revolt 
As Con- 
gress prepares to take its last recess 
befn^ completing acdon on the first 
budget shaped by a GOP majority in 
40 years, evidence arrives that the 
country is changing its mind. 

In the first heady months of Newt's 
new deal, numerous polls showed 
solid support for a revolutionary 
legislative program that Would not 
only eliminate the deficit but reduce 
\be. power and scope of the fednal 
government. 

In the face of that Clinton laid low 
or seoned to concur. But the woric of 
Congress consists of mmiy voices 
and much going back ami forth. 

Before very much of the 
coiservative revolution could be set 
in stone, polls arrived showing it was 
no Icxiger wanted. 

The ctosely followed Wall Street 
JoumalA^^C News 1^11 repeated the 
odier day that only 36 percent of 
those polled af^roved of the job 
Congress is doing while 53 percent 
dis^^roved. 

Clinton is now setting the sta^ for 
his re-electkm in Uie tmly way diat 
was ever really apG\ to him: raUying 
those numerous constituencies that 
look to government for succor. 

After mondis of inomisinpacaeful 
review of federal allinmaive actkm 
policies for women and minoibies 
that have come tuider increasing 
attack, he proclaimed July 19, "Let 



me be clear. Affirmative actimi has 
been good for America." 

More recently, he tidced off a 
numberof measures now makmg dieir 
way duough Confess he intoids to 
veto. 

Six weeks from now, a game of 
brinksmanship will be played on the 
1996 budget The GOP balanced- 
budgetplan, like die pr^ident'sown, 
is largely proq;>ective, with the hard 
medicine arriving conveniendy afto* 
the next election (v the one after diat 

But House Republicans have 
united to cany die day on a number of 
tough measures for die fiscal year 
beginning Oct 1. 

They have not only reduced fimd- 
ing significandy for a numba of 
federal regulatory agencies, but 
written language into appropriations 
bills curtailing their power. 

Gone entirely is money for two of 
die president's most cherished pro- 
pams, Am»Corps and Goals 2000. 
The first ouoUs c<dlege-age petite 
in public-savice jobs in return for 
tuitirai money while die second lays 
out a federal bli^qMint (sufficiratly 
vague to please most educauns) said 
to be die engine of incalculable im- 
provement in die nation's public 
schools. 
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Speako- Newt Gingrich and Co. 
have also uied, shrewdly, to "de- 
fund" the chief advocates of the 
welfare state by limiting the money 
diathumfaedsofprivaiecMganizttions 
receiving federal gnmts cai ^p^idon 
lobbyuig. 

That die road to hell is paved with 
good intentions hardly qualifies as 
news. 

But dwrnrnthbefoe Clinton matte 
his ringing defense of affirmative 
action federal aiklitors released a 
report exposing serious problems in 
dieiHtJ^am run by the Sniall Business 



Administration to help minority- 
owned frnns get govemmoit con- 
tracts widiout competitive txtUing. 
The staixlard D^ocratic reqxmse 
to all such revelations can be found in 
Clinton's much-quoted line on 
afTmnative action: "Mend it, don't 
end it" That is, hire more inspectors 
and auditors. 

But who watches the watchers? 
Those who benefit always know die 
driU: Cktcozy widi your congressman 
and lean on him to l«m on the 
bureaucrats. 

Senators have siaely beoi work- 
ing on die budget and other issues but 
are well behind die House pace. A 
problem now looms: Litde time 
ranains to compose differences and 
present die president a budget befcne 
Octl. 

Both sides will now use the dueat 
of closing down die government But 
Clinton will hokl the bully pulpit and 
most of die cards in that struggle. 

Phillips has it half right Siqipnt 
for the new GOP Congress is drop- 
ping. Not because it'sdcnngdie wrong 
dung — nobody can say for sure — 
but because it's ddng somediing. 

While most peqile articulate a 
vague desire forchange, political risk 
attaches only to those who actually 
propose quite specific changes. Clin- 
ton found diat widi national healdi. 
So, die talk turns to a deus ex 
machina, a device of ancient Greek 
drama in which a seemingly 
impossibte atuation is rradved by a 
god who steps out of a box magically 
appejdng on stage. 

Close to diree-fif dis of die peofrie 
ue now said to fiavor a third puiy . Or 
maybe one good num who rides into 
die White House on a vave of good 
wiU and puts evoything to rights. 

Our last prospective savitn*. Ross 
Perot left us a memorable and useful 
line. "The devil is in the details," he 
said, as congressional Rqiublicans 
are discovering. My own advice is 
stay the course, ratting will not 
reconcile your opponents to you. 

But I have never believed die 
country would accept a true 
conservative regimen until die wolf 
was not only knocking at die dowbut 
^tively breaking it down. 

Beyond diat, fuiKlamental change 
in policy occur cmly when Qxigress 
and die president move in hamKMiy. 
The pei^te make cmain diathqqjens 
infreqiKndy.

Bell, Betsy Ross Eli Whitney, Davy 
Crockett Johhny Applcseed, George 
Washington and a host of others. 

"Lies andLegends" is a debunker's 
guide to American history which 
includes many unforgettable 
revelations of misinfomiation we tend 
to venerate. 
Shrakman explains it this way. 
"Not only have people forgotten 
what they should remember, they 
should remember what they should 
have fwgotten. Widi time facts fade. 
But the my ths seem to go on and on."

Each morning Vicki Harvey steps out of 
Uie bustling 20th century into an 18^- 
century oasis of simpler times when she 
opens die door to die FraiKis Land House. 

One afternoon she may be called upon to 
don the skirts of a genteel Colcmial lady and 
offer tours through the lovingly-restored 
home. Anotho' day might call for her to visit 
an area school, where she will share the life 
and times of the Lands with children eager 
to hear about the past. On the weekends, 
Harvey might even leiul spirited discusaons 
about the role of plantation slaves in the 
hist(»ic home's cellar. 

The Francis Land House's museum 
education specialist for the past four years, 
Harvey says each day offers a new 
opportunity for a glimpse into the past. 

"We learn more every day, if you can 
believe that," she smiled. "What I do here is 
any of die public programming, curriculum- 
based education for students in grades K 
through 12, teacher recertification 
workshops, all of the promotion that the 
house gets, (managing) the volunteer 
program with about 85 very active 
volunteo^, and just about anything else that 
comes up." 

And, of course, Harvey dons die familiar 
costume of an ISdi-century woman when 
called upon. 

"Museum education and museums in 
small, historic houses are kind of 
interesting," she noted, "because you have 
to be prepared to do anything to make the 
site work — tours, special programs and 
especially when students are on-site." 

Harvey, a former teacher, started in this 
line of work as a volunteer. Because her 
husband's position in tiie Army meant much 
moving around a lot, full-time positions were 
hard to secure. That's when she started 
volunteering. 

"One of our last duty stations was at Fort 
Monroe right across the water. They needed 
a tour guide, and that's how I got started — 
or got the bug. It's really die best of both 
worlds, widi teaching and public speaking 
involved. It was everything that I liked to do 
all wrapped up in one neat package." 

The next duty station took them to New 
England, where Harvey got a job as tour 
guide at die Louisa May Alcott home and 
eventually became assistant director of the 
site. 

"It was wonderful. That house and that 
family are probably the best-documented in 
die world — just volumes of primary source 
material and not even taking into account 
all of Louisa's writings." 

When the Harveys finally settled in 
Virginia Beach for good several years ago, 
Vicki became manager of anodier historic 
home, the Adam Thoroughgood House 
before coming to Francis Land. 

While much is known about life during the 
time of the Lands, little was recorded about 
die fjEunily who resided at what is today 3131 
Virginia Beach Blvd. 

"I wish we knew Uiem better, but diere is 
not a lot of documentation about the family. 
A lot of times we have to make educated 
guesses about what diey were like. There are 
no known portraits, letters or diaries. 
Fortunately, we have inventories and some 
court records that give us a litUe insight, but 
for every answer we get there are five more 
questions," Harvey said. 

What is known is that die Lands were of 
die genu-y class _ probably in die uiq)er 2 
percent of Virginia residents' income — and 
that six generations lived oh Uie property 
from about 1630 to die early 1800s. 

The Francis Land House, as do Virginia 
Beach's other historic homes, offer a wealdi 
of knowledge for teachers and 
schoolchildren. About 6,000 youngsters will 
tour the site annually, and another 6,000 will 
be introduced to it through education 
outre^h i»ograms in die Khools. 

"We also wwk very closely widi die odier 
historic hou^is in Virginia Beach trying to 
offer cooperative programs, especially 
during the holidays, so that between us we 
cover about 300 years of history," Harvey 
said. 

She is getting used to visitors, especially 
tourists, who are amazed to hear of Virginia 
I iaiMs rich history. 




"People from out of town are surprised at 
the amount of history, starting with the 
Native Americans 10,000 years ago. That's 
pretty impressive. Then there was the 
landing of the English at Cape Henry in 
1607 before wandering on to Jamestown. 
Incredible things right here in this area! 
There's an awful lot to Virginia Beach." 

A resident of the city's King's Grant 
section, she was also awarded the Virginia 
Beach City Manager's Creativity, Innovation 
and Public Service Awards for a multi- 
cultural fifth grade program she created 
called "Plantation People." 

"The kids actually come in and role play 
die lives of a plantation family of the 1780 
to 1790 time period," Harvey explained. 

"That includes characters who actually 
lived and worked, so we're really reaching 
back in time and studying about somebody 
who actually worked on this plantation, as 
well as other people who lived in Princess 
Anne County. They role-play die genti7, die 
middle class and the slaves so they can see 
how everyone's life interacted widi another." 

Harvey is a cum Jaude graduate of Central 
Methodist College in Fayette, Mo. and 
serves on the board of directors for the 
Virginia Beach Chorale. She also sings in 
the Lynnhaven United Methodist Church 
Choir.

You 
were always there under the 



scrutiny of the master." 

Family des also meant noth- 
ing to some masters, ncn- were 
marriages recognized becau% 
slaves wei^ reprded mo'ely 
as ftapettf, not human beings. 

"A lot of families tried to 
stay t(%ether as long as they 
could." Sledge noted. "One 
man I read idxmt, {(s example, 
wu a Greed slave whc^e wife 
lived in SpcMsylvania County. 

"He wrote a letter to her 
master say he would i»y $2% 
te her. But. it raid, if he didn't 
Kcq}t the offer then she 
would have to accept that she 
wooki be a slave fc»' the rest of 
her life.

Yeah, we're 
The Dream Team."

School in Norfolk.

Eggers' shell not so hard to crack

They call diemselves "eggers." 

No. They're not a bunch of 
rambunctious teen-agers throwing 
eggs at dieir neighbors houses. 

They decorate and embellish 
empty eggshells to create 
ornamental or folk art. In most 
cases, a novice can't even tell 
that Uie original product was a 
real egg. 

Curi(»ity seekers and collectors 
alike got a close-up look at the 
creations at "Eggs-otic Art '95" 
held last weekend at die Virginia 
Beach Pavilicm. 

More than 30 eggers came from 
as close as Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake, as far away as 
CalifcHnia and five states in 



between for the third annual 
event They hovered over their 
exhibits, displaying beaded, dyed 
and mounted eggs under bright 
lamps as they chit-chatted with 
each oUier and potential buyers. 

"There's basically two different 
kinds of eggery in the county," 
explained Randy Farber, a 
Windsor Woods resident of 
Virginia Beach, who put the show 
together with his wife, Karen. 

One is done afto^ the style of 
Carl Faberg'e. He was a metal 
smidi in Russia and the Russian 
czar commissioned him to do an 
Easter present for the Czarina. 
This was done for :%veral years. 

"Basically, die Faberg'e style 
has to do with boating the egg 
so it presents a scene or serves as 
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a jewel box or something like 
diat," he noted. 

Tlie second style of eggery is 
folk art 

"Bear in mind, there are 
different styles in both of these," 
said Farber as he took a short 
break from die busde of the show. 
"Most of die folk art uses 
symmetry of natural substance to 
change the cotor of die egg." 

This is done through different 
methods of dying" such as- using 
wax to dye die egg repeatedly 
from light to dark, or dying die 
egg and scratching the coIot to 
form difrerent i»ttems. 

All eggs are real eggshells, 
taken from a variety of birds. 
mosUy obtained from hatcheries 
or farms, but never from die wild. 
The hatcheries takp die infertile 
egg and feed it back to the 
animals as a high protein food. 
The empty shells are then 
disinfected and sold to eggers or 
dealer. 

Eloise Schooley, who lives in 
the Woodards Mill section of 
Chesapeake, sat behind her table 
perfecting one of her eggs while 
working under a l»ight light 

"You're limited only by your 
imagination," said Schooley, 
"There isn't anydiing you can't do 
widi an egg." 

The eggs at the show, 
however, were far more than 
Easter eggs. Some were designed 
as Christmas ornament, with 
scenes or decorations denoting 
the holiday season. Others were 
delicately beaded in Inight colcv 
01 intricate designs. 

Farber stood by his wife's 
display, carefully adjusting the 
creations to pick up the {Mtqier 
lighting. Karen was called away 
on a family emergency during die 
s^ond day of the show, but her 
husband seemed to know exacUy 
what he was doing. 

"My wife's been doing it (egg 
art) f<x 25 years or so and I've 
been involvol in the past 12 or 
so," said Farber. "My in- 
volvement in it has been the 
irfKitt^f^y. 

"One thing the eggers have 
disco^^ed over the years is ttat 
it's difficult to get a good picture 
of die e^s. I ckm't know why, Iwt 
I ^m to be good at it," I^ibo^ 
laugtod. 

"I ^'t know wheU^r it's die 
«pi|n^ or what but they seem 
to 1^ it I've been selling prints 
for ibooi 10 ^«s."

Farber said that he does not 
decmaie but sometimes helps his 
wife, a ixofessi(Nial saust widi her 
own business, by cutting some of 
die materials. 

"I don't have the creativity as 
far as the decorating, painting, 
jewels and all that stuff," he 
laughed. 

"Eggs-otic Art" is on its diiid 
annual event, although there is 
another egg show each spring 
or^nized by another local group. 
Eggers from all around the 
country exhibit in each others' 
shows throughout the year to 
socialize with each other, 
exchange ideas and see what 
odwr artists are up to.
